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INTRODUCTION 


The Rural Church today faces handicaps and problems which were 
unknown to the country churches of a half century ago. 

The intent of this study is to take a close look at Methodism in 
Vest Virginia. 

Herein are presented the statistical data gathered in the study 
of the churches and ministers of the Vest Virginia Conference. Vhile 
these data in and of themselves are interesting to the statistician 
and researcher, unless they aid in plan-making for strengthening the 
work of the churches in the Conference much of the effort and time has 
been wasted. 

This study is presented in five chapters. The first chapter 
consists of an historical statement as to how and why the Vest Virginia 
Conference came into existence. 

The second chapter deals with some of the population character¬ 
istics of the people of Vest Virginia. 

The third chapter provides vital statistics in regard to the 
Vest Virginia Conference. From this chapter one can obtain at a glance 
information that otherwise would take many hours to compute. 

The fourth chapter provides a district-by-district account of 
the vital statistics of the Conference. 

In the last chapter a selected portion of the vital statistics 
which have been compiled is interpreted and evaluated. 
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CHAPTER I 


THE VEST VIRGINIA CONFERENCE BOUNDARIES: 

AN HISTORICAL STATEMENT 

"All of Vest Virginia except the counties of Jefferson, 

Berkeley, Morgan; Part of Garrett County, Maryland. 

The question of the worth of individuals has from the very begin¬ 
ning of American Methodism created a great deal of discussion. It was 
this very question that caused a division within the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

At the 1844 General Conference, the recognition of Bishop 
James 0. Andrew as a General Superintendent was the main topic of dis¬ 
cussion. 

Bishop Andrew, through marriage and gifts, had become a slave 
owner. Under Georgia law, an individual was prohibited to free slaves. 
The Methodist Discipline has always stated that it was wrong to own 
slaves. Because of this it would be difficult for him to serve as 
General Superintendent in various sections of the church. This debate 
lasted for some time. After much discussion the Conference voted 100 to 
68 to suspend Bishop Andrew. 

On June 5th, fifty-two delegates from the South, with the excep¬ 
tion of the delegate from Illinois, made the following statement:

The delegates of the Conference from the slaveholding States 
take leave to declare to the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, that the continued agitation on the subject of 
slavery and abolition in a portion of the Church, the frequent 
action on that subject in the General Conference, and especially 
the extra-judicial proceedings against Bishop Andrew, which resulted 
on Saturday last in the virtual suspension of him from office as 
Superintendent, must produce a state of things in the South which 
renders a continuance of the jurisdiction of this General Confer¬ 
ence over those Conferences inconsistent with the success of the 
Ministry in the slaveholding States.^ 

This statement was referred to a committee. The committee was 
instructed by the Conference to create a plan for the division of the 
Church. 

Two days later the committee came up with a plan which provided 
for the division of the assets of the denomination, particularly the 
property of the Book Concern. 

The southern delegates called for the Southern Conferences to 
meet in Louisville in May, 1845. This was approved. They then quickly 
elected delegates. Out of the Conference came a new denomination. 

Below is the resolution that came out of the Conference. 

It is right, expedient, and necessary to erect the Annual Con¬ 
ferences represented in this Convention into a distinct ecclesiasti¬ 
cal connection, separate from the jurisdiction of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, as at present constituted, and accordingly we do 
solemnly declare the jurisdiction of the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church entirely dissolved, and that said Annual 
Conferences shall be, and hereby are, constituted a separate eccle¬ 
siastical connection under the provisional Plan of Separation to be 
known by the style and title of The Methodist Episcopal Church,

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The first General Conference of this new Conference was held in 
Petersburg, Virginia, in May, 1846. Bishop Andrew and Soule became a 
part of the Southern Church. 

The Southern Methodist Church at its beginning was composed of 
thirteen Annual Conferences. They had 1,519 traveling preachers, and 
about 459,569 members. Nearly 124,961 of the members were Negroes. 

Twenty-three Conferences remained in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. They held a General Conference in 1848. The Conference did 
, not accept the declaration of separation. It refused to divide the 

assets of the Book Concern, and would not receive the fraternal delegate 
from the Southern General Conference. 

The property issue had to be resolved by the Supreme Court. The 
Supreme Court ruled that the Plan of Separation was valid. It ordered 

I 

that the Southern Church share the assets of the Book Concern. 

There were no fraternal relations between the two General Confer¬ 
ences until 1874. This initiative was made by the Northern Church. 

Western Virginia showed great sympathy for the southern position 
on slavery. When this controversy was resolved in the General Confer¬ 
ence of 1844, the Kanawha District which bordered the Ohio River and 
the state of Kentucky, became a sore spot. 

The area originally was included in the Ohio District of the 
Western Conference. The Western Conference was divided in 1812, and it 
became a part of the Kentucky District of the Ohio Conference. 

The new Kentucky Conference in 1821 records Kanawha as one of 
five Districts of that Conference. 

Later, when the Pittsburgh Conference was formed in 1825, the 
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Kanawha District was transferred from Kentucky to the Ohio Conference. 

It remained in that Conference until 1848. 

In 1845, the people in the Parkersburg Station, an appointment 
of the Kanawha District, would not accept the minister sent to them by 
the Ohio Conference. 

In 1846, two sets of preachers and two presiding elders were 
named for the appointments of the Kanawha District—one set from the 
Ohio Conference, and the other from the Kentucky Conference. 

The Kentucky Conference stated that the vote of the congregation 
had authorized the taking over of the District. The Ohio Conference 
held that a single congregation and District had no privilege of choice. 

The Kentucky Conference adhered to the Methodist Church, South, 
in the division of the Church. The Ohio Conference adhered North. 

This contention reached high quarters in the Church, and was one 
of the main instances of violation of the Plan of Separation by the 
southern Church, cited by the Northern General Conference of 1848 as 
invalidating the Plan. 

At the General Conference of 1847, in Pittsburgh, a proposal was 
presented to divide the Conference and set off a Western Virginia Con¬ 
ference. This was voted down. 

At that time all the Clarksburg District, and part of the Wheel¬ 
ing and Morgantown District of the Pittsburgh Conference, lay in 
Western Virginia. 

During the ensuing year it was evident that some action was 
required if the unity of Methodism in Western Virginia was to be pre¬ 
served. This was not only true in regard to the Kanawha District, but 
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all of Methodism in the region. The following statement by the senior 
pastor of the Marion Circuit, written in April, 1848, reflects this 
mood. 


A major cause which has contributed toward holding certain por¬ 
tions of our Conference in Western Virginia in peace and union with 
us, is the fact that we had reason to believe that our approaching 
General Conference would set Western Virginia off into an Annual 
Conference. Western Virginia will never show its ability to do 
good until our Church, in its territory, is thrown upon her own wis¬ 
dom and resources. Let this be done and our preachers will all be 
citizens, and the noise about abolitionists will cease. A preacher 
identified with the people will be viewed with less suspicion as to 
abolitionism, and can more freely and effectively reprove the 
abuses of slavery, than one coming from a free and distant State. 

It may be thought that the General Conference can take no action 
in the case, since the Annual Conference has acted adversely to a 
division. But, giving the boundaries of the Conference, let it be 
entered (provided that the Bishops be permitted, with the consent 
of said Conference, to set up a new Conference in Western Virginia). 
We must do this work, or the South will do it for us. There must 
be a Western Virginia Conference. 4 

The General Conference Committee on Boundaries gave careful con¬ 
sideration to this matter, and made provisions for setting up a Western 
Virginia Conference to include all of Virginia west of the Shenandoah 
range. Bishop L. L. Hamline presided over the joint session of the 
Pittsburgh and Western Virginia Conferences. 

This joint session was held in Wheeling, West Virginia. The 
Ohio Conference in which the Kanawha District was being taken did not 
meet until September 27th. The reports of that District are included 
in the Pittsburgh Conference in 1848. 

In the division, the churches in the city of Wheeling remained

to the New Western Virginia Conference three Districts: Clarksburg, 
Kanawha, and Morgantown. The Districts remaining in the Pittsburgh 
Conference were: Allegheny, Barnesville, Beaver, Cambridge, Pittsburgh, 


Steubenville, Uniontown, and Wheeling. Statistically, the division

The importance of the establishment of the Western Virginia Con¬ 
ference was evaluated by Charles W. Smith, writing as editor of the 
Pittsburgh Christian Advocate in 1891: 

When the crash of a slaveholders rebellion broke upon the country 
in 1861, the majority of the people of Western Virginia stood true 
as steel to the old flag. The great body of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, by far the largest and most influential Church in the State, 
were as firm as a rock. Though in a slave State, their Church rela¬ 
tions were with the North, their literature had come from the free 
States, and they could not be moved. The people refused to be 
dragged into secession by the eastern part of the State, and out of 
the State, and out of the throes of the Civil War came the new and 
loyal State of West Virginia. 

Had it not been for the adherence of the Methodism of Western 
Virginia to the Northern Church in 1844—1848, and the consequent 
leavening of the people by the preachers and literature in the 
liberty-loving sentiment of the North, the story of that State, from 
1861 to 1865, would have been vastly different. These influences

saved that part of the State of the Union. They had much to do with 
making it what it was and is. The full measure of these truths will 
never be written or known. Moreover, the world will never know what 
it cost the Methodist fathers and mothers in the Ministry and Laity 
in endurance and toil to bring these things to pass.^

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CHAPTER II 

THE GENERAL CHARACTERISTICS OP THE PEOPLE OF WEST VIRGINIA 

This chapter of the study will present data dealing with general 
characteristics of the population of West Virginia. 

Number of Inhabitants . At the time of the 1950 United States 
census, West Virginia reported a population of 2,005,552. The number 
of residents approximately doubled during the period 1900—1950. As the 
following table indicates, there has been a decrease in population 
during the decade 1950-1960 with a net loss of -7.2 per cent.*

Median Age . The median age of the population is lowest among the 
rural farm group and highest among the urban dwellers. The non—white 
has a slightly higher median age than whites among the rural non-farm 
groups and the state as a whole. The median is the middle case; a 
median of 28.6 years means that half of the persons are older and half 
younger than 28.6 years.

Manufacturing was 
the second largest employer of the workers. Wholesale and retail 
1 traders and agriculture were next. Nearly 70 per cent of the non-white 

non-farm workers earned their living through mining, while only about 
40 per cent of the white non-farm workers engaged in mining.

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CHAPTER V 


AN AREA OF CRITICAL CONCERN 

Methodism in Vest Virginia has many problems before it. It has 
been said, "No problem will be solved until it is recognized." The 
Vest Virginia Conference's specific problems—of ministerial recruit¬ 
ment, of leadership training, of better administration, of interboard 
cooperation, of lay participation (especially of men)—will have a 
better chance of being met satisfactorily because of this survey. 

I would hope that this study could be used as a "springboard" 
for wiser and more effective churchmanship across the Conference. 

As one studies the data presented in the foregoing pages, certain 
areas of concern are evident. The'area that I feel is of primary 
importance is ministerial replacement. 

A summary statement oriented toward this area is presented. It 
is expected that the reader will study the detailed data and reach 
additional conclusions. 

This chapter of the study will present material relating to 
general Conference information, ministerial members on trial, minis¬ 
terial members effective in full connection, and will conclude with a 
statement in regard to the replacement needs of the Conference. 


Note: The data for this chapter of the study are taken from 
the Conference Journals. 
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Replacement Needs of the Conference . From the tables on pages 

118-119 it can be concluded: 

A. Number of terminating pastorates and special appointments 

1. In the past eight years there has been a total of 83 or an 
average of 10.3 deaths annually among the active ministers of 
the West Virginia Conference. 

2. A total of 70 or an average of 8.7 per year have transferred 
out of the Conference. 

3. Eight ministers have terminated their Conference membership in 
one way or another (other than by death and transfer out). 

4. Of the Conference membership, 104 have retired during the 
period or an average of 13 per year. 

5. This makes a grand total of 265 or an average of 33.1 ministers 
per year during the past eight years whose pastoral ministry 
has terminated. 

B. Number of replacements 

1. A total of 127 or 15.8 average per year have been received into 
full membership in the Conference during the eight years under 
study. 

2. Two have been received from other denominations and 1 has been 
readmitted into Conference membership—a total of 3 or an annual 
average of .37 per year. 

3. There has been a total of 52 or an annual average of 6.5 
transferred into the Conference. 

4. The total number of charges has been increased from 570 to 582 
so that there was a need for 12 more ministers in 1967-68 than 
in 1960-61. 
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5. This makes a total of 182 replacements or an average of 22.7 
per year to fill 12 more charges. This is 10.4 less than the 
33.1 needed annually for replacement. (The total replacement 
need was 265, as shown above, with 182 available or 83 less 
than needed.) 

6. Part of this difference is taken up by the increase in the 
number of charges (570 to 582) and part of it in the number of 
charges supplied or to be supplied (238 in I960 and 255 in 1967). 
During this period, the number of approved supplies has increased 
from 238 and had gone as high as 328 in 1962, but dropped back 
down to 255 in 1967. 

The number of effective ministerial members of the Conference 
has changed considerably from year to year as shown by the 
table. ("Effective ministers" includes those on trial, under 
special appointment, retired, supernumerary, as well as pastors 
and district superintendents.) 


Note: A study of pages 118-19 reveals there has been a total of 
182 replacements or an average of 22.7 per year for the past eight 
years. It also reveals there has been a total of 265 retirements, 
deaths (of men in the pastorates), transfers out, etc. This is an aver¬ 
age of 33.7 per year. Thus, the Conference has run behind 83 ministers 
for replacement during the past eight years (265 lost with 182 available 
for replacement). 

Assuming that the number of charges remains constant, the Con¬ 
ference would need an annual average of 22.7 for replacement if the 
present ratio of charges (582) and active effective membership (343) is 
to be retained. This is an average of 10.4 less than has been available 
during the past eight years. If, however, the number of approved sup¬ 
plies (255) is to be reduced it will require additional persons for 
replacement. Moreover, new churches started will increase the number 
of charges. 

How can this need be met? 
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If the Vest Virginia Conference is not to deteriorate into a 
second-rate Conference it will be necessary to step up the recruitment 
of young men for the ministry. To continue year after year having 
fewer well-trained and qualified ministers available for the pulpits of 
the Conference is, or should be, a matter of concern for laymen and 
ministers alike. 

The Commission on Christian Vocations has primary responsibility 
for general emphasis to challenge youth to enter the ministry. It may 
wish to prepare a list of youth who decide, during a Conference Camp 
Program, to enter the ministry and keep in touch with them until their 
preparation has been completed. 

All that the Commission can do will not get the work done, how¬ 
ever, unless every minister in the Conference definitely does everything 
possible to encourage choice youth to enter the ministry and mission 
fields of the church. Moreover, this may involve matters of concern 
for the laymen as well. This may involve the development of an atti¬ 
tude of appreciation for the ministry of the local church in the place 
of a critical one. 

The Board of Ministerial Training may co-operate in the process 
by sponsoring scholarships for youth in seminary. 


Note (continued): It would seem that the problem of replacement 
needs could be attacked on two fronts, namely: 

1. A stepped up recruitment program, and 

2. A reduction in the number of charges. This could be done by 
merging, abandoning, or the combining of more churches per 
charge.
